AHS student participates in 
Naval Academy program

ne Agawam High School stu- 

dent got a glimpse into the life 
of a seaman last month when he was 
granted the opportunity to attend 
the U.S. Naval Academy (USNA) 
Summer Seminar program. 

Jeremy Kapinos, 17, son of Di- 
ane and Jim Kapinos, of Feeding 
Hills, will enter his senior year 
at Agawam High School in the 
fall. He was one of 750 male and 
female students from across the 
country that traveled to the USNA 
in Annapolis, Md. from June 16— 
21 to understand the life of a Navy 
cadet. 

Summer Seminar teaches pro- 
spective applicants about life at the 
Naval academy where academics, 
athletics and professional training 
are key elements of education and 
development for the next batch of 
U.S. naval leaders. 

In total 2,250 young men and 
women will enjoy the same expe- 


rience as Kapinos. By the end of 
the summer, three groups of 750 
prospective students will have paid 
a visit to the academy. 

“Military has always been a big 
thing for me,’ said Kapinos who 
has grandparents, aunts, uncles 
and cousins who have served in the 
military in some capacity or other. 

One of his great uncles served in 
the Vietnam War and was awarded 
a Purple Heart and Bronze Star, 
said Diane, who expressed pride 
over her son’s achievements so 
far. 

“It’s a good opportunity for 
him,” she said of his acceptance to 
the Summer Seminar and upcom- 
ing application process. “A lot of 
people I talk to say it’s an honor to 
get into there. You have to be a top 
kid in your class.” 

At the end of his junior year at 
AHS, Kapinos was one of the top 
students in his class; he’ll start his 
senior year ranked number three 
with a 4.32 grade point average 
(GPA).

Sapelli garners high praise, 
marks as school superintendent

AGAWAM š- In his first annual 
evaluation as superintendent of 
schools, William Sapelli has re- 
ceived mostly high performance 
marks from the seven-member 
school committee at its final meet- 
ing of the school year on June 26. 

Committee members were re- 
quired to return their evaluations 
to Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who 
serves as chair of the school com- 
mittee, no later than June 18. The 
evaluation forms included a check 
box to rate the superintendent 
overall as well as a separate page 
to provide written comments re- 
garding Sapelli’s performance. 

The check box rating system gave 
committee members four choices 
to indicate Sapelli’s overall rating: 
outstanding (O), meets/sometimes 
exceeds expectations (M), satisfac- 
tory (S), or concerns (C). 

Sapelli’s overall rating assess- 
ment by the committee ranged 
from one “satisfactory” rating to 
one “meets/sometimes exceeds 
expectations” to four “outstand- 
ing” ratings. In addition, Sapelli 
received one “outstanding plus” 
rating. 

Committee members could also 
write about any concerns they had 
regarding the superintendent’s per- 
formance and offer a corrective 
action plan for those concerns. No 
committee member expressed any 
concerns that would require any 
corrective action by Sapelli. 

Sapelli agreed that the commit-

tee continue its practice of having 
each committee member’s evalua- 
tion ratings and written comments 
read by the chair at the meeting 
in an open forum. This process 
ensures that the superintendent’ s 
evaluation becomes public record 
as part of the meeting’s proceed- 
ings. 

In their written comments, sev- 
eral committee members com- 
mended Sapelli for his leadership 
style, his professionalism, and his 
ability to work collaboratively not 
only with the committee, but also 


with other groups within and out- 
side the school system. Several 
committee members also wrote 
that they were impressed with the 
way in which Sapelli handled the 
development and presentation of 
the FY 2013 school budget — which 
went into effect July 1 — both to 
the school committee and to the 
city council. (See sidebar story.) 
Following the reading of the evalu- 
ation ratings and comments, Sa- 
pelli thanked the committee for its 
“thoughtful comments” and sug-

Agawam nurse honored 
for ‘exemplary’ work

AGAWAM - Sherry Petrucci’s 
interest in the sciences and medi- 
cine as a child strongly influenced 
her decision to become a nurse 
— and to serve her community as 
public health nurse. 

“I enjoy the challenge that each 
day brings,’ said Petrucci, who 
has been the town’s public health 
nurse since 1998. “It may be a 
food-borne illness investigation, a 
complaint, a home visit, a citizen 
needing some reassurance he or 
she is doing the right thing or a re- 
ferral request.” 

In conjunction with her respon- 
sibilities as a public health nurse, 
Petrucci serves on the board of 
directors of the Massachusetts As- 
sociation of Public Health Nurses 
(MAPHN) as well as president of 
the Western Chapter of MAPHN. 
MAPHN has more than 200 mem- 
bers and is a statewide organiza- 
tion for public health nurses. 

During the association’s recent 
annual meeting and conference in 
Sturbridge, Petrucci was presented 
with the 2012 MAPHN Public 
Health Nurse Award, which is be- 
stowed annually to a public health 
nurse to recognize his or her dedi- 
cation and excellence in the field 
of public health nursing and in 
MAPHN. 

Petrucci, who was nominated 
by her MAPHN colleagues from 
across the state, said the award 
caught her off guard. “I was in the

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Feeding Hills man killed in South Hadley crash 


Cause remains under investigation

SOUTH HADLEY — A Feeding Hills 
man was identified as the victim of a fatal 
car crash in South Hadley last week, that 
resulted when a vehicle struck a tree and 
plunged into the garage of a home located at 
197 North Main St. 

Greg A. Kwasny, 41, of Feeding Hills, 
was driving a silver 2007 Toyota Camry 
southbound on North Main Street at a high 
rate of speed at 6:45 p.m. on June 27, when 
he struck a large tree located on 203 North 
Main St., according to South Hadley Police 
Detective Mark Dominick. 

The car apparently became airborne after 
striking the tree, evidenced by a lack of tire 
marks in the area, and rolled continuously 
until it forcefully wedged itself into the left 
side of the garage of 197 North Main St., 
sending large and small vehicle parts hun- 
dreds of feet into neighboring yards. 

The residents of the home were about to 
sit down for dinner in the kitchen at the time 
of the crash but decided to eat in a differ- 
ent room that evening, they said. “We heard 
a loud bang,” said homeowner Mike Fern. 
“The whole house shook. There was a flash 
and a loud bang.” He, his wife and their two 
dogs were uninjured. 

South Hadley Fire District No. 1 re- 
sponded with fire engines No. | and 3 and 
an ambulance. Fire District No. 2 responded 
with their rescue truck, ambulance and fire 
engine. Granby Fire Department responded 
mutual aid. 

Fire District No. 1 Chief Robert Authier 
said firefighters from District No. 2 shored

up one side of the garage with wood and 
metal beams while fire fighters from District 
No. 1 used the Jaws of Life to extricate the 
operator, who was alive at that time, from the 
twisted vehicle inside the garage. The man 
was stabilized and transported to Baystate 
Medical Center in Springfield where he later 
succumbed to his injuries. 

The force of the severe impact to the resi- 
dence detached the garage from the front of 
the home. It sent the vehicle’s battery flying 
into the home’s attic. The car’s engine came 
to rest in the home’s backyard, its transmis- 
sion landed in a neighbor’s backyard, and a 
tire came to rest in front of the tree the ve- 
hicle struck. A door frame was found across 
the street. 

Neighbors at the scene said the impact 
sounded like an explosion or roll of thunder. 
One woman, who did not want to identify 
herself, said she could hear the incident from 
her Highland Avenue residence. One man 
said he saw the car hit the tree and explode. 
Others said they did not hear screeching 
brakes or anything to indicate the operator 
attempted to slow the vehicle down prior to 
the crash. 

The Toyota was wedged deeply into the ae 
garage on top of the homeowners’ second after striking a tree. 
vehicle. Interstate Towing responded to the 
scene to assist in extricating the Toyota from 
the garage. Authier said the garage roof 
would likely be cut and removed in order to 
pull out the vehicle. 

The Massachusetts State Police Collision 
Analysis and Reconstruction Section (CARS) 
responded to the scene to investigate. 

The cause of the crash was not determined 
at presstime.

Exercise caution 


this holiday season 


Eo the Fourth of July holiday 
this year? With the fourth falling on 
a Wednesday, many families are gathering 
this weekend for picnics, barbecues and 
fireworks, and we would like to take this 
time to urge those celebrating to exercise 
caution when it comes to using fireworks. 

According to the U.S. Fire Administra- 
tion and the Federal Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency (FEMA), in 2010, roughly 
8,600 people were treated in U.S. hospital 
emergency rooms for injuries from fire- 
works, and 73 percent of those injuries oc- 
curred between June 18 and July 18. 

Here are some more not so fun facts 
about fireworks-related injuries in 2010: 
65 percent of the victims were to males; 35 
percent were females; 40 percent of the es- 
timated injuries were to children under age 
15. Remember, children lack the physical 
coordination to safely handle fireworks;53 
percent of the estimated injuries were to 
children and young adults under 20 years 
old; an estimated 900 injuries were asso- 
ciated with firecrackers. Of these, an es- 
timated 30 percent were associated with 
small firecrackers, 17 percent with illegal 
firecrackers, and 53 percent where the type 
of firecracker was not specified. 

Okay, so maybe you have ruled out fire- 
crackers as part of your Fourth of July cele- 
bration, but as it turns out, those “harmless” 
hand-held sparklers aren’t so harmless. Did 
you know that the tip of a sparkler burns at 
about 2,000 degrees Fahrenheit? That’s hot 
enough to melt metal, so imagine what it 
does to the skin. An estimated 1,200 injuries 
in 2010 were associated with sparklers. 

Victims sustained injuries mostly to their 
hands and fingers, followed by the legs, 
eyes, head, face and ears. And more than 
half of all injuries reported were burns. 
Of those treated in emergency rooms for 
fireworks-related injuries, 7 percent were 
transferred or admitted to another hospital. 

In addition to the risk of injury, fireworks 
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pose a great fire risk. According to the 
National Fire Protection Association, 
in 2010, fireworks caused an estimated 
15,400 reported fires with a combined 
total of $36 million in property dam- 
age. On any typical July 4th, fireworks 
use accounts for two out of five fires. 
And if the risk of injury or fire 
doesn’t convince you, the Massa- 
chusetts State Fire Marshal’s Office 
wants to remind you that it is illegal 
to possess, use or Sell fireworks in the 
Commonwealth or to purchase them 
legally elsewhere and transport them 


here. Penalties for possessing, us- 
ing or causing fireworks to explode 
include a fine of $10 to $100 and 
confiscation. Penalties for the sale of 
fireworks include fines from $100 to 
$1,000, imprisonment for a maximum 
of one year, or both. 

The best way to avoid an injury, the 
risk of fire and breaking the law is to 
rule out entirely the use of fireworks 
as part of your July 4th celebration.

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Nurse honored for 'exemplary' work

lobby rounding up conference attendees af- 
ter a break when I heard a description of this 
year’s award recipient — and I realized it was 
me.” 

She said a gamut of emotions — from 
shock to appreciation to embarrassment — 
ran through her mind. “I was totally unaware 
and unprepared.” 

Helping Agawam prepare 
for emergencies 

While unprepared for the award, it was 
her work to prepare Agawam for emergen- 
cies that helped to earn her the recognition. 
Petrucci, along with Agawam Health Direc- 
tor Randall White, serves on the town’s Lo- 
cal Emergency Planning Committee (LEPC) 
that develops response plans in the event of a 
disaster or emergency. 

The catastrophic events of Sept. 11, 2001 
and the incidents that followed — including 
anthrax threats — prompted Petrucci to create 
a local volunteer group of 
people from the medical 
field who could assist in 
an emergency. 

“I asked local residents 
who had medical back- 
grounds — nurses, phy- 
sicians, social workers, 
pharmacists — to join the 
Medical Reserve Corp. 
Initially we received a re- 
sponse from more than 92 
residents who expressed 
an interest in serving in 
this voluntary capacity,” 
said the lifelong Agawam 
resident. 

Petrucci has been an 
active member of MAPH 
since 2000, when she was 
appointed to its board of directors and served 
for three years. She is currently a member 
of the board following a reappointment in 
2009. Petrucci also served as co-chair of the 
MAPHN committee that planned its recent 
annual meeting and conference. 

As president of MAPHN’s Western Chap- 
ter — one of six regional chapters — for the 
past 12 years, Petrucci has been an advocate 
for public health nurses and for Western 
Mass. regarding state-related health issues. 

“This award is for every public health 
nurse in the Commonwealth of Massachu- 
setts,’ said Petrucci. “Each nurse works for 
the betterment of her residents and their 
community and should be recognized. I ap- 
plaud each one for the work they do.” 

MAPHN President Kitty Mahoney called 
Petrucci “an inspiration to her colleagues” in 
the professional organization. 

“Sherry’s public health nursing efforts in 
Agawam are an exemplary model of public 
health nursing for our membership, for public 
health nurses, and for local boards of health 
across Massachusetts,” said Mahoney. 

“It is no small task to meet the success that 
Sherry has demonstrated at work with her 
collaboration and coordination with multiple 
community agencies as well as the commit- 
ment to her professional nursing organiza- 
tion,’ she added. “Sherry is dedicated, en- 
thusiastic, and happily shares her energy and 
enthusiasm for public health nursing with 
her colleagues across the Commonwealth.”

Prior to working in the public health field, 
Petrucci was an obstetrical/gynecological 
nurse both in the hospital and private pro- 
vider setting. She also worked in the long- 
term care field for several years. When she 
was hired as the town’s public health nurse 
she was working part-time as an Agawam 
school nurse. 


Putting the focus on community health 

Public health nursing uses the same prin- 
ciples of nursing and training learned in 
nursing school, said Petrucci, who has been 
a nurse for 30 years. While she concentrates 
on the community, rather than the individual, 
Petrucci still sees some individuals as pa- 
tients in their homes or in her office. 

She added that another difference is that 
public health nursing includes environmen- 
tal health that is typically not incorporated 
into hospital nursing. 

“Public health nurses have to consider the 
environment and how it will impact their 
communities and resi- 
dents within their com- 
munities,’ she said. 

Petrucci said her re- 
sponsibilities are endless 
and always changing. 
“Basically, public health 
nursing encompasses the 
health and well-being of 
your entire community. 
It’s a team approach. 
I work with Randy to 
develop programs and 
interventions that meet 
the needs of our commu- 
nity.” 

This includes investi- 
gating complaints from 
people who may have 
gotten sick while eating 
at a restaurant in Aga- 
wam to determine if further surveillance is 
required to prevent any outbreaks. “Our goal 
is prevention through education, vaccina- 
tions, referrals, and home visits.” 

Petrucci also works in collaboration with 
the fire and police departments if they receive 
complaints concerning hoarding or safety is- 
sues among the town’s senior citizens. She is 
also responsible for vaccinating schoolchil- 
dren so they can enter school or remain in 
school as mandated by Mass. Department of 
Public Health. 

Going above and beyond 
nursing duties 

White, who hired Petrucci 14 years ago, 
said the MAPHN award recognizes her hard 
work and dedication in community health 
nursing. 

“Sherry is always willing to help and as- 
sist with any new challenges that show up 
on our doorstep. Being a small department, I 
often rely on Sherry to help with other public 
health issues outside of her nursing duties.” 

White added that Petrucci has become 
quite knowledgeable when it comes to deal- 
ing with a variety of public health issues in 
the community, including food service sani- 
tation and emergency preparedness. 

“Agawam residents should be grateful and 
proud to have someone with Sherry’s knowl- 
edge, dedication, and abilities working for 
them,” he said.

Unlike other students, who were likely 
looking forward to a relaxing vacation, 
Kapinos started his summer in a regimented, 
military fashion. 

Over the course of the six days last month, 
Kapinos and the other students participating 
in the Summer Program attended 90-minute 
workshops covering topics ranging from 
technology, Naval architecture and mechani- 
cal engineering to oceanography, mathemat- 
ics, history and meteorology. In addition, the 
students were divided into company platoons 
and again into squads where they underwent 
intense training. 

“It was a lot of physical training, a lot of 
yelling and a lot of bonding between squad- 
mates,” Kapinos recalled. 

From 5:30 a.m. until 10 p.m. each day, the 
squads were put into situations where they 
were forced to work together in order to es- 
tablish camaraderie because the tasks could 
not be accomplished alone. 

He learned about the Naval Academy 
through Feeding Hills native Justin Dion, 
who will be a junior in the academy this 
year. 

“He got accepted and then I started look- 
ing into it,” said Kapinos. Today, the USNA 
is his top choice for college, where he hopes 
to study aerospace engineering. 

For now, Kapinos said he is still in the 
application process for the Naval Academy, 
which includes a fitness test, recommenda- 
tion letter from a congressman (he was work- 
ing on arranging a meeting with Congress- 
man Richard E. Neal at presstime) and the 
formal application. He said he hopes having 
attended the Summer Seminar will help his 
chances of acceptance, and will work next 
year to maintain a grade point average above 
4.0. 

To keep in shape, he will play on two 
varsity sports teams: cross country and la- 
crosse. And because the USNA looks for 
well-rounded students, he also plans to vol- 
unteer at a local veterans’ hospital as part of 
his National Honor Society community ser- 
vice requirement, will participate in both the 
key club and student government at AHS, 
and hold a part-time job at St. Anne Country 
Club.

“The academy is hard to get into,” said his 
mother. “They get about 40,000 applicants 
a year and only accept 1,200 people. It’s 
something he really wants to do. It’s a good 
education and a good career.” 

The U.S. Naval Academy was founded 
in 1845. Over 4,400 men and women from 
every state and foreign countries make up 
the student body, known as the Brigade of 
Midshipmen. They learn from military and 
civilian instructors and are on full scholar- 
ship with a choice of 23 different majors. 
Additionally, they study small arms, drill, 
seamanship and navigation, tactics, naval 
engineering and weapons, leadership, ethics 
and military law as part of their education. 
Upon graduation, midshipmen earn a Bach- 
elor of Science degree and go on to serve at 
least five years as commissioned officers in 
the U.S. Navy or U.S. Marine Corps.

gestions. He said he had been listening care- 
fully as the comments were read and said he 
will take them all into account. 


A challenging first year 

The superintendent said that the past 
year was not without its challenges, start- 
ing with a tornado in June, followed by 
an earthquake, a hurricane, an unexpected 
October snowstorm that closed schools 
for five days, power outages through- 
out the year, and new state initiatives. 
“I think we came through it pretty well — but 
we didn’t come through it simply because of 
what I did,” said Sapelli. “T m very blessed to 
have an outstanding staff at the central office 
and principals and teachers who are very coop- 
erative and supportive — as is this committee.” 
Sapelli told the committee he “greatly appre- 
ciates the confidence and support” they have 
given him throughout the year. He added that 
he is looking forward to many more years 
of working together with the committee. 
Sapelli was unanimously appointed perma- 
nent superintendent for a three-year term 
in December 2011. He had been serving 
as interim superintendent since last August 
when former school superintendent Mary 
Czajkowski left to become head of the Barn- 
stable school system.

Superintendent praised in evaluation 


Evaluation process changing 

This was Sapelli’s first evaluation under 
this current rating system. It will also be his 
last. Next year, Agawam and all other Mas- 
sachusetts school districts will be required 
by the state’s Department of Elementary and 
Secondary Education to use a new evalua- 
tion tool for all administrators and teachers. 

Among the changes will be a different 
evaluation rating method. The new evalu- 
ation process will include ratings of exem- 
plary, proficient, needs improvement, and 
satisfactory. 

Sapelli had been planning to retire last 
June when Czajkowski announced in March 
2011 that she would be resigning. Her un- 
expected departure changed Sapelli’s plan to 
retire from his more than three-decade career 
as an Agawam educator, including serving as 
assistant superintendent for curriculum and 
instruction from 2002 to 2011. 

A lifelong town resident and a graduate 
of its schools, Sapelli began his education 
career in Agawam as a substitute teacher 
before being hired in 1978 to teach eighth 
grade social studies and science at the junior 
high school. As Agawam’s chief academic 
officer, Sapelli oversees a student population 
of 4,300 and a staff of 600 with an annual 
budget of more than $36 million. 


Clarification of new 
sharps disposal law 


AGAWAM - The health department 
would like to clarify the proper disposal of 
home-generated medical waste in the form 
of sharps. 

As of July 1, the Massachusetts Depart- 
ment of Public Health revised the law re- 
garding the disposal of sharps. 

Prior to the changes in the law, resi- 
dents were allowed to remove the needle 
from the syringe and dispose of the used 
syringe in household waste. This practice 
is no longer acceptable. Communication 
between the health department and Mass 
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DPH considers the needle, lancets, and the 
syringe medical waste and, therefore, must 
be disposed of properly. 

Mass DPH is evaluating the contain- 
ers that hold the clipped needles, and will 
revisit this issue in the future for possible 
changes to the law. 

At this time, all used and unused needles, 
syringes, lancets, and auto injectors must 
be placed in sharps container. A puncture- 
proof laundry detergent bottle with a screw 
top is an approved alternative to a medical 
“red” sharps container. 
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Committee’s assessment of 
superintendent’s job performance

AGAWAM — School committee 
members did more than just check a box 
on a form for their first annual evalua- 
tion of William Sapelli’s performance 
as school superintendent. They also pro- 
vided written comments to describe their 
assessment of the job Sapelli is doing as 
the head of the school system. 

Here is how each committee member 
rated Sapelli’s performance on a scale 
from “concerns” to “outstanding” as 
well as excerpts of their additional writ- 
ten comments. 

Linda Galarneau gave Sapelli a rat- 
ing of “satisfactory.” In her comments, 
Galarneau wrote that she was “very sat- 
isfied” with his performance in regards 
to upholding the district’s standards as 
well as his leadership and governance 
abilities — both currently and during the 
transition period while he was interim 
superintendent. 

“However,” wrote Galarneau, “I am 
looking forward to him sharing his goals 
and objectives for the district for the next 
three years.” 

Roberta Doering gave Sapelli a “meets/ 
sometimes exceeds expectations” rating. 
In her performance evaluation, she wrote 
that she commended the superintendent 
for working with the committee, the 
school staff, and the mayor to develop 
and establish the fiscal year 2013 school 
budget. 

“It was a very positive process, and 
now it will be his responsibility to care- 
fully monitor our spending,” Doering 
wrote. She added that she was “pleased” 
with Sapelli’s work as superintendent. 

“He works well with his administrative 
staff and he seems to be well-received by 
the teachers and the rest of the school 
community.” 

Diane Juzba rated Sapelli’s perfor- 
mance as “outstanding.” She wrote in 
her comments section that Sapelli is “ap- 
proachable, fair, and honest — a true pro- 
fessional.” She urged Sapelli to “keep up 
the good work.” 

While Juzba praised the superinten- 
dent, she added that she also recom- 
mends the continuance of open commu- 
nication between central office and the 
school committee. “It is imperative as 
we make policies and produce budgets to 
have ongoing dialogue and diligence in 
maintaining transparency.” 

Wendy Rua, the committee’s newest 
member, also rated Sapelli’s performance 
as “outstanding.” She wrote in her com- 
ments that Sapelli faced “a challenging 
year” by having to plan to implement not 
only a new teacher evaluation process 
but also new state curriculum standards. 

Rua added that the superintendent’s 
budget presentation was “fiscally respon- 
sible” with the entire process involving 
open dialogue, full transparency, and 
collaboration between administrators 
and town officials. 

Overall, she wrote that Sapelli has 


tial area of growth for the superinten- 
dent: “In his direct communication with 
school committee members regarding 
safety concerns, attendance requests/in- 
vites for meetings and relevant issues, 
it would be best heard directly from Mr. 
Sapelli than via alternate channels.” 

Shelley Reed gave Sapelli an “out- 
standing” rating. In her comments on his 
performance, Reed wrote that she was 
“impressed” with his preparation and 
presentation of the school budget. 

She added that the manner in which 
Sapelli presented the school budget to 
both the school committee and the city 
council was outstanding, particularly the 
involvement of his staff and his admin- 
istrators. 

Reed described Sapelli as a superin- 
tendent who is “confident, extremely 
thorough, and uses sound judgment” to 
manage and control expenses. “He truly 
cares about the education of the children. 
He is a definite asset to our school sys- 
tem.” 

Anthony Bonavita, committee vice 
chair, gave Sapelli a unique rating of 
“outstanding plus” that was above the 
maximum “outstanding” rating on the 
evaluation form. He called Sapelli’s 
“open and direct approach” to this year’s 
budget process “a great improvement as 
compared to past years.” 

Bonavita went on to write that Sa- 
pelli’s years of experience as an educa- 
tor and as a “people person” raises the 
standards in the district to “the highest 
possible” level. 

“Frankly,” wrote Bonavita, “outstand- 
ing is not a high enough recognition of 
his work. I rate him as an O-plus.” 

Mayor Richard A. Cohen, who serves 
as committee chair, gave an “outstand- 
ing” rating for Sapelli’s first year of ser- 
vice and leadership as the school chief. 
In his written comments on the perfor- 
mance of the superintendent, Cohen cited 
Sapelli’s efficient system of leadership 
that “promotes positive development and 
growth” that has helped to “foster in- 
creased positive access and high morale” 
for everyone in the school district. 

“The superintendent’s leadership and 
strategic plans of inclusiveness has pro- 
vided for strengthening involvement of 
business, elected officials, school staff, 
and community in working collabora- 
tively to provide educational opportuni- 
ties for all stakeholders in educating our 
students,” wrote Cohen. 

The mayor added that Sapelli has re- 
mained current with all new emerging 
trends and changes with state and fed- 
eral mandates while at the same time 
communicating and implementing these 
strategies to keep Agawam a “premier” 
educational system. 

“He knows how important it is to in- 
troduce and support new and creative 
avenues to promote strategies to con- 
tinue long-term positive growth for our 
students, faculty, and administrators. I 
have confidence that...Sapelli will pri- 
oritize what strategies will be utilized to
